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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The IDS, filed 2/2/04, has been considered in full. 

Oath/Declaration 

3. The Oath/Declaration is acceptable. 

Drawings 

4. Figure 35 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application.

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Claim Objections 

5. Claims 3 and 14 are objected to because of the following informalities: the use of 
"AC" appears to be -alternating current-. It should be spelled out in the claim. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. Claims 1-2, 4-13, 15-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Otani (5,568,842). 

Otani shows the claimed invention where a lubrication system for an internal 
combustion engine (figure 1 ) where a oil passage (line near 1 reference number 1a) 
branch into multiple passages (to 30, 25, for example); the oil is supplied via passages 
(30) which passes the oil to the engine via passage (20), or returns it to the reservoir 
(43) (see the junction right below and slightly to the right of reference number (20)); the 
oil filter (8) filters oil and as in all oil filters has a bypass if the primary filter element gets 
clogged. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claims 3, and 14 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Otani (5,568,842) in view of Jeske (5,825,109). 

Otani shows the claimed invention except for the use of lubricating oil to cool an 
AC generator. 

Jeske shows a vehicular oil cooled alternator (10) where oil is circulated in the 
alternator for cooling purposes (see Abstract). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify Otani such that a portion of the oil was supplied to the 
alternator in view of the teaching of Jeske to increase the service life of the alternator 
(column 1 , lines 56-60 of Jeske).
